Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this 

use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of apphcat.on for patent m the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hallerback. 
Hallerback (figs. 1-8) disclose an apparatus with a stator and with a sleeve (4) resting at 

least in part on the stator, in particular for an electric motor, characterized in that the sleeve and 
the stator together form a bayonet mount. 
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Regarding claim 2, hallerback discloses the bayonet mount is formed by nonpositive 
engagement. 

Regarding claim 3, hallerback discloses the stator has at tot one stator pole tooth (3), 
and that the at to. one stator pole •<*>* has a curved outer face, whose outside radius is spaced 
apart from a center axis of the sleeve (4). 

Regarding claim 4, hallerback discloses the sleeve has a center axis and an inner face 
with at least one shoulder (shoulder formed adjcent to hole 10), and beginning at the shoulder, a 
spacing between the inner face and the center axis (12) decreases in one circumferential direction 
and increases in the opposite circumferential direction of the sleeve. 

Regarding claim 5, hallerback discloses at least one lamination packet. 
Regarding claim 6, hallerback discloses the sleeve is a magnetic short-circuit element. 
Regarding claim 7, hallerback discloses the sleeve comprises at least one lamination 
packet . 

Regarding claim 8, hallerback discloses the stator has an at least partly present plastic 
sheath (50).

Listing (see fig. 1) discloses an apparatus with a stator and with a sleeve (5) resting at 
least in part on the stator, in particular for an electric motor, characterized in that the sleeve and 
the stator together form a bayonet mount.

Workman (see figsl-4,10) discloses an apparatus with a stator and with a sleeve (13) 
resting at least in part on the stator, in particular for an electric motor, characterized in that the 
sleeve and the stator together form a bayonet mount.
